PACT IS DEAD? 


Washington Believes this is 
Wilson's Next Move. 


He may Announce Future 
Plan, Must Break Silence. 


Peace Declaration Postponed 
for His Decision.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—In 
the absence of any authoritative pre- 
diction of what President Wilson 
would do with the pnratified treaty, 
the impression gained ground in dip- 
lomatic circles today that the first 
step probably would be a notification 
to the other powers that the Senate 
had refused ratification. 

Diplomats pointed out that such a 
notification could be given to clarify 
relationg between the United States 
and the other powers regardless of 
what decision the President might 
make later on the treaty's resubmis- 
sion to the Senate or negotiation of 
a separate 

In some quarters it was predicted 
that Mr. Wilson might, however, 
combine a notification of the treaty'’s 
failure with an announcement of 
his future purpose, so that the na- 
tions that have ratified may be ad- 
vised of what course they can ex- 
pect developments here to take. 
Senate leaders are understood to 
have been influenced partly by such 
@ possibility in their decision to de- 
lay action on a declaration of 
peace, preferring to know what the 
President will do before going ahead. 
there was some discussion of 
the peace declaration proposal in 
conference, but it was predicted that 
it would not come up on the floor 
for two weeks or more. 

DIFFERS ON FORM. 
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AMERICAN LINE 
Fast Mail Steamers 
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Opinion differed in Senate and 
House, both of which would have to 
act on a peace resolution, as to the 
form the declaration should take. 
Mild reservation Republicans have 
declared they would be adverse to 
including any statement of 
which would regard the treaty and 
the League of Nations dead, while 
Republican irreconcilables want the 
auestions of policy left out. 

In predicting a potification might 
be sent to the other powers of the 
Senate's return of the treaty to the 
President, diplomats said the case 
had taken a different aspect since 
the adverse ratification vote in No- 
vember. Then the treaty was not 
sent back to the President, and it 
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was possible for him to preserve si- 
lence. 


ALLIES MAY YIELD. 

The question of establishing a 
moduu vivendi with the Allies over 
clauses of the treaty in which the 
United States is inextricably bound 
by her interests, in case a separate 
peace is decided on, is not believed 
to offer great difficulties. Allied offi- 
‘clale, it is thought, would be quick 
to endeavor to reach an understand- 
ing which might preserve ties estab- 
lished by the war. . 

In some diplomatic quarters it was 
thought probable a separate peace 
might be established with Germany, 
a modus vivendi negotiated with 
the Allies and the question of the 
covenant of the League of Nations 
alone left to the “solemn referen- 
dum” of the nation. 

The fate of the French defensive 
treaty appears to diplomatic officials 
to have been forgotten. 

PEACE BILL INTRODUCED. 

A bill proposing a separate peace 
between the United States and Ger- 
many and Austria for the purpose 
of “peaceful commerce” was intro- 
duced today by Representative Brit- 
ten, Republican, Illinois. 

Creation of a European trade 
council to promote trade with Eu- 
rope generally also was proposed.

Texas oi] fields is dependent upon 
transportation,” said Mr. Hamon, 
“and for the last two years that 
these wonderful flelds have been pro- 
ducing oil the work bas been se- 
riously handicapped by congestions, 
embargoes and distances beyond 
available railroad lines. The con- 
struction of the Wichita Falls, Ran- 
ger and Ft. Worth Railroad has not 
been a philanthropic enterprise, but 
it is serving a great public necessity 
in a manner that makes it amount 
to a public service of the highest 
order. ‘Transportation facilities for 
the Texas oll flelds have been woe- 
fully inadequate since their devel- 
opment began.

CHIEF RISKS 
SWEETHEART; 


BETRAYED BY HER BROTHERS. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 


MONTEREY (Mex.) March 22.—It 
is a story of love, romance, intrigue 
and tragedy that comes from Puebla. 

It was with the full knowledge 
that it he was discovered and taken 
prisoner he would be placed in front 
of a fring squad and shot that Capt. 
Cirillo Arenag, former officer in the 
Carranza army, left the camp of his 
band of revolutionists in the moun- 
tains of the State of Hidalgo and 
went to Puebla for a brief visit to 
his sweetheart, Miss Guadalupe 
Montejano.

They 
made thelr rendezvous in the moun- 
tains and all attempts on the part 
of Federal troops to rout them out 
and give battle proved futile. Be- 
fore becoming a revolutionary chief 
Capt. Arenas was an officer in the | 
army of President Carranza.

PARTY HATCHING. | 


After haying been in the incubator for | 


several months a row party seems about 
ready. to break the shell in England. Cable 
reports from Lond u state that it is to be 
Jed by Premier Lord George and that a 
manifesto, stating its principles, will be 
issued within a few days. There has been 
talk for months about such a party. Win- 
ston Churchill started it with an unexpect- 
ed speech in which the idea was put forth 
that a center party, something between the 
extremes of conservatism and radicalism, 
should. be formed with his distinguished 
colleague, the Premier, as its head.

If everybody would drive 
more slowly and keep his machine under 
complete control every minute there wou 
be few killings.

It is easy to abuse the other fellow, to 
contemptuously remark “Oh, these Wom- 
en drivers.” or mutter. The silly feo! 
didn’t he know I hed the right e way?” 
But the essential thing is to appreciate 
ones own personal res~onsibility all the 
time under all circumstances, making due 
allowance for the rercentage of the un- 
skilled or uninformed. There must always 
be novices at the wheels always be com- 
petitive desires, alwoys be rivals for time 
and place, just as there must always be 
unWary pedestrians, wherefore it is not 
sufficient to stand upon one's legal rights. 
The letter of the law is well, but without 
the spirit of general public consideration it 
is useless as a preventive. City ordi- 
nances can only generalize, but the weak 
and the ignorant must ever be the personal 
responsibility of the individual driver, and 
the greater his skill the greater his blame 
when accidents accrue, no matter whose 
the actual fault. 

If every driver could be induced to cul. 
tivate the unselfish outlook, to give 2 mod- 
icum of consideration for the other fellow, 
to appreciate that he is not the only peb- 
ble on the beach. that his minute is no 
more important than his fellows’, there is 
no reason why our public thoroughfares 
should not be as safe with automobiles as 
they were with carts and chaises. The 
automobile is a boon and a biessing to 
man only so long as it respects the rights 
and safety of the general public. It is not 
sufficient that the automobile owner stands 
upon his rights, he must also respect the 
Tights of others, nor overstep them even 
when it seems safe to do so. 

But while the motorist is the greater of- 
fender, with his selfish weakness for cut- 
ting corners, stealing leads, dodging street 
car regulations, usurping rights of way, 
speeding, honking boisterously and alarm- 
ing pedestrians, the pedestrians them- 
selves are by no means blameless. Several 
of the worst of recent accidents have been 
caused by the carelessness of foot passen- 
gers guilty of taking unnecessary chances. 
The pedestrian must realize and consider 
the motorist, too. The automobile is too 
common à possession now for their owners 
to be regarded as a race apart, and with 
the belligerent antipathy once 
them, They, too, are the public. Adu 
while the pedestrian’s responsibility is one 
of careful dodging in response to self-as- 
sertive honks ft is nevertheless a recipro- 
ca) responsibility which he must respect. 
Pedestrians, too, must obey the traffic rules 
and policemeh'’s siguals—let them follow 
the traffic at crossings as if they were 
autos. While it is noi always possible for 
everyone to be calm and reasonable in the 


} face of jeopardy, many serious accidents 


would be avoided if the average citizen 
used such wits as he has. Every allowance 
should be made for children and elderly 
people, for the halt and the blind, but many 
victims of accidents come under none of 
these headings and yet have only them- 
selves to blame. 

Let us all get together, motorists end 
pedestrians alike, and combine to reduce 
the number of avoidable accidents. And 
we can do it best by examining our own 
acts, by taking thought of our own indi- 
vidual motives, by remembering always 
that “there are others.” WE ALL DRIVE 
TOO FAST. 


OF MORAL GRANDEUR. 

People with a happy knack of express 
{hg in Umpid language what are called no- 
ble thoughts are trying to make others be- 
lieve that this nation is on its way to the 
devil. They are telling us that our motives 
are no longer pure, that most of us are 
profiteers and that we are lacking in the 
moral grandeur that ennobled the Pilgrim 
fathers. All of which sounds mighty fine, 
but lacks one essential the average man 
thinks important, and that is truth. As a 
nation America still stands for liberty un- 
der the law, equality of opportunity ‘and 
freedom of thought and speech, although 
it doesn’t construe the meaning of such 
fréedom to be unlimited license to attack 
the cherished institutions of the country. 
Regarding motives, war no longer sustains 
us on the lofty height to which we climbed 
under the influence of sympathy for the 
oppressed and disgust for the bully and a 
wish to lick him; but the average Amer- 
an is just as indisposed now ag ever to 
make a dishonest doller, to commit a dis- 
honorable act or to kick the cat because 
he feels mean or his liver's out of order. 
Styles in American motives have not 
changed because of war. As to moral gran- 
deur, that's something that has to be kept 
for special occasions, like the front “par- 
lor” in mid-Victorian days. During the 
hours of the trials and tribulations of mak- 
one’s daily bread moral grandeur has 
stored in the background. It’s there, 
of course, awaiting another emergency like 
the war, but it's not a part of the ordinary 
man’s daily food. The Pilgrim fathers may 
have been ennobled by it, but they, too, 
had to hold it in the background while 
saving their scalps from Indians and un- 
dergoing the changes and chances of this 
Wicked world. It was something they had 
m reserve for dificult times, like the peo- 
ple of today.

The Way to Get Aboard! 
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NHUMAN SOVIETISM. 

Three years have now elapsed since 
the government of the Czars in Russia was 
overthrown; and for two years the Bol- 
shevik party has been in power, governing 
under what is known as a soviet constitu- 
tion. The Russian leaders assert that it 


that sovereign power resides in the whole 
peopie. But an examination of the soviet 
constitution discloses that the Russian gov- 
ernmental institutions are neither repub- 
lican nor democratic in form and those 
who exercise the limited suffrage permit- 
ted by the constitution cannot vote for any 
Officer higher than what is termed in this 
country a City Councilman or a County 
Supervisor. 

Further, no person in possession of any 
form of property or employing others in 
any capacity is permitted to vote at all. If 
the soviet institutions were applied to this 
country all those persons who purchased 
Liberty Bonds would be disfranchised—for 
the constitution specifically provides that 
every holder of stocks or bonds in any 
form ehall be disqualified from voting. 
Only the slackers would be permitted to 
vote. 

Under the soviet constitution no citizen 
of Russia can own his or her home, and the 
estate of every deceased person passes to 
the state. There is no incentive for hus- 
band and father to attempt, through indus- 
try and frugality, to provide something for 
his widow and minor children after his 
death. As soon as he has passed the state 
takes possession of his property. His wife 
is a pauper and his children are public 
charges. Such inhuman legislation is in- 
conceivable to a western intellect, but it 
ig the letter of the soviet constitution. 

Harold MacGrath, noted American author, 
has summed the soviet movement up in a 
single sentence when he writes that 80 
vietism is the revolt of the inefficient.” It 
is the enemy of industry and the assassin 
of thrift. Sovietism builds nothing; it de- 
stroys everything. Stewart Edward White 
another well-known American author, says: 
“The exact opposite of Bolshevism is Amer- 
icanism. The two are incapable of occupy- 
ing the same place at the same time. Amer- 
icanism is a constructive force, and Bol- 
shevism is a destructive force.” 

Only a people who are ignorant of the 
very rudiments of free government would 
consent to be enslaved by such institu- 
tions. The old AngisSaxon declaration of 
rights which makes ever; man's house his 
castle is discarded; and in its place the 
principle is promulgated that no man has 
a right to privacy in any form. Home life 
is manifestly impossible where there can 
be no ownership or permanent occupancy 
of a home. But the Bolsheviki assert that 
home life is a breeder of patriotism, and 
that patriotism is the besetting sin of the 
modern world. 

How strange that kind of argument 
sounds to American ears! But it must be 
remembered that the average Russian has 
no conception of the term patriotism as it 
is interpreted in America. He has been 
enslaved by despotic tyranny for centuries. 
He has had no voice in the creation of the 
institutions by which he has been governed, 
and he has no respect for government un- 
der any form. To get the Russan point o“ 
view one must divest his mind of all know!l- 
edge of governmental history since the 
Magna Charta was written. Russian en- 
ization has not yet reached that point. 

Such a statement may sound extravagant; 
but the surprise wil] quickly pass if one 
will devote a few minutes’ thought to the 
written text of the soviet constitution. Un- 
der that constitution the Russian people 
can take part in but one election. The 
workmen in the cities and the peasants in 
the country are permitted to vote by craft 
for a soviet committee. That committee 
administers the local municipal or county 
government and elects deputies to a pro- 
vincia] soviet similar to our state. That 
soviet governs the province and elects del- 
egates to a regional zoviet, which means 
a group of states. The , egional soviet elects 
delegates to the nation soviet or assem- 
bly, something similar to our Congress. 
The national soviet elects a committee of 
200 to select the premier or chief ruler of 
the country. State and federal elections 
are "nknown. 

Can you imagine a people possessing 
even the rudiments of knowledge ot free 
government establishing institution. in 
which the elector is % many times 
removed from the supreme power? And 
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is a republican form of government and | ators. 
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keep in mind that no one possessing 
property or employing assistants in any 
business is permitted to vote at all. With- 
in the last ten years the American people 
amended the Federal Constitution cutting 
out the restriction that prevented them 
from voting directly for United States Sen- 
Imagine a government under which 
the municipal or county election is the only 
one in which the people are permitted to 
participate and you bave a glimpse of what 
soviet government means. Only a people 
who have never before voted would con- 
sent to such limited franchise. 


Naive in the extreme is the Russian | 


argument for disfranchising all persons 
who possess property or employ help in 
any form. They argue that a property own- 
er is prejudiced and that he will not cast 
a disinterested vote. Only those who pos- 
sess nothing are disinterested. So they 
alone should be intrusted with the elective 
franchise. 

if one will turn back to the history of 
forms of government proposed before the 
Magna Charta they will find instances of 
Similar stupidity and ignorance among il- 
literate peoples. Socrates was compelled 
to combat like follies proposed by the an- 
clent Greek sophists. But education swept 
them away from the peoples of Western 
Europe more than 700 years ago: and the 
early settlers of this country were suffi- 
ciently enlightened that such fallacies were 
never voiced here—until the Bolshevik 
came with their attempt to turn back the 
wheels of progress 3000 years. 

In the soviet constitution there is a per- 
ceptible mingling of ignorance and guile. 
The soviet government idea originated in 
the cities. The constitution provides that 
there shall be one member of the all-Rus- 
sian congress of soviets for each 25,000 
voters in a municipality and for each 123. 
000 voters in the country. The electors 
cannot vote for them directly, but that 18 
the basis of representation. If the peas- 
ants had been permitted to vote on the 
adoption of the constitution, and its mean- 
ing had been explained to them, it would, 
of course, not have been adopted. But the 
constitution was promulgated by soviet de- 
cree, not accepted by popular vote.

In the beautiful court of one of 
California’s most famous hotels 
there stands, on a great cement 
base capping one of the corners, the. 
figure of an Indian leaning slightiv 
forward, with his right hand shad- 
ing his eyes and gazing intently m- 
to space. Beneath him, cut into the 
solid substance, are these words: 
“Where there is no vision the peo- 
ple perish.” 

As a nafioh we need thrift: thrift 
based upon individual industrial 
and governmental! thrift—real thrift. 
Thrift is not penurio' or stin- 
giness. It is an un standing of 
present responsibilities with partie 
ular regard to future requirements, 
as the vision has been given us to 
see these things. For the individual 
this means an intelligent and a de- 
cent comprehension of the need of 
work and saving, not only to main- 
tain himself and his family for the 
present, but also with due regard to 
their welfare in the future, and then 
doing it. 

The statistics of the United States 
Treasury Department show that in 
point of individual earnings Amer- 
ica leads the world, but that in point 
of individual savings it ranks last 
among the great nations. 

On a larger scale it means pres- 
ent effort that now and later on will 
tend to build up the community, the 
State and the nation. 

Thrift fs not selfishness: it is not 
waste. It is spending wisely and 
saving wisely; spending for those 
„ o which maintain life and 
health and better mankind, and not 
spending for those things which do 
not build up or which are really in- 
jurious. This does not mean that. 
one should not buy enjoyment, in- 
cluding luxuries, in reason, should 
not possess good books, should not 
go to the theaters, should not travel. 
should not own an automobile and 
buy and do other things justified by 
income and in keeping with a 
healthy normal view of life. For 
recreation is as necessary as work. 
Thrift is common sense. It is not 
puritanical; it is not fanatical. Too 
much saving may prove as bad as 
too much spending. Moderation 
based upon a clear conception shoull 
be the standard. 

Money exchanged for those things 
which go beyond legitimate satis- 
faction or reaction, which may. 
in fact. prove really injurious, is not 
only money wasted, is not only 
harmful to the spender, but does a 
further harm to the community in 
that it perverts labor, because it 
transfers this labor from the pro- 
duction of things worth while to the 
production of things less worth 
while or positively harmful. 

The best evidence of thrift, wheth- 
er applied to the nation, the State. 
the community or the individual, is 
the capital accumulated, the sav- 
ings; in economic terms, the capl- 
tal equipment. The ability of a na- 
tion to save is based upon the na- 
tion’s ability to produce, plus the 
excess of production over and be- 
yond the minimum needed for right 
living. And this rule of the econo- 
mists applies equally to commun 
ties and individuals. , 

The question has been asked. is a 
nation of a high standard of living. 
a free spending nation, more or less 
prosperous than a nation which re- 
stricts consumption, lives simply 
and saves greatly? 

It would appear that the answer 
to this is a happy medium, such as 
is embodied in the definition just 
given of real thrift. 

A high standard of living does not 
by any manner of means indicate 
extravagance or wasteful consump- 
tion. It is more likely to mean en 
during prosperity because of con- 
tinuous and ever-growing produc 
tion, based upon greater capitaliza- 
tion and greater wealth, due to wise 
spending and wise saving. Free 
spending in reason keeps business 
good, encourages production, gives 
employment not only more steadily. 
but to an ever-growing number of 
people, and adds to capital equip 
ment. Where consumption is re 
stricted, living kept on too low a 
plane and saviu¢s forced according- 
Iv, the result in time will be that 
the volume of business will fall off 
because the buying falls off and, 
therefore, that production will go 
down and unemployment follow. 
Thus will come stagnation. 

The motto of the banker is 
“Save.” while that of the business 
man is “Buy.” There is no incon- 
sistency in the two mottoes. No 
real banker wants the people of his 
community to save to such an ex- 
tent ag to injure business and force 
down production. On the other 
hand, no real business man wants 
the people of his community. upon 
whom he must rely for support. to

on demoralization. He knows the 
difference between temporary and 
permanent prosperity. The banker, 
after all. is an all-around business 
man. His point of view, in the 
long run, is the point of view of 
the merchant or manufacturer. 

America is and hag been a nation 
of a high standard of living. it 
wants to retain that high standard, 
plug more thrift—which means more 
prudence, more sense—in the mat- 
ter of spending and in the matter 
of saving. America does not want 
the oriental standard. 

But better methods of business by 
government, less and more equita- 
ble taxation, the wise conservation 
of natural resources, agricultural 
development, the upbuilding of bus 
ness generally — in short, national, 
State and community thrift will not 
avail] the individual unless he, too, 

ces thrift. 

Widespread prosperity may carry 
him along temporarily as a stream 
floats a log. but he cannot be as- 
sured of permanent prosperity and 
future independence unless he lays 
the enduring foundation that comes 
from and through thrift. 

A nation to be thrifty must not 
only have a thrifty government, but

Sordid Story of Niece Left 
Unshaken, Says Court. 


Salacious Testimony Draws 
Crowd of Listeners. 


At the end of a day of salacious 
testimony that attracted a crowd 
of eager listeners, Peter P. Hoviey, 
the well-known Imperial county 
rancher and a leader of activities in 
that section, was held: to the Federa 

nd jury by United States Com- 

issioner Long, yesterday, in a 
bond of $2500, charged with viola- 
tion of the Mann White Slave Act. 
It is charged that he brought his 
niece, Mrs. William Stalduyden, 


from Chicago to Los Angeles for 
an immoral purpose. 

In giving his decision Commis- 
sioner Long sald the sordid story 
told ty the woman had not been 
contradicted: that he believed that 
Heviey had illicit relations with her 
at Wausau, Wis., Chicago, all along 
the route from that city to this 
Coast and for modnthe in this city. 
and that there had been a violation 
of the Mann law. He referred to 

kinship of the parties and the 

that Hoviey is so much the 
elder. The defendant is 44 years 
old and the woman not yet 23. 

A statement prepared by Specia! 
Agent Hall of the Department of 
Justice, covering an interview with 
Hoviey on February 23, last, was 
the feature of the morning session 
in court. The statement gaid Hoviey 
admitted that he had visited the 
girl at her home at Wausau, Wis.. 
in August of 1918; that ther had 
had immoral relations at her home: 
that she visited him at the Morrison 
Hotel. Chicago, where she spent 
two dave with him. and that he 
had furnished her money to return 
home; that later on he went to Chi- 
cago and they came West together, 
eceupying the ame stateroom: 
that his illegal relations with her 
had been constant until the date 
when she returned o Chicago to get 
married to Willlant Stalduyden, — 
present husband. Then, on the 
Advice of his attorney. he had re 
fused to make any additional state- 
ment. 

The testimony of the defendant 
was brief. He admitted that the 
Statement made to Special Agent 
Hall was substantially true. He 
also told of letters he said he had 
received from the woman's husband. 
then in Chicago, which missives the 
defense sans contained threats. Mr. 
Hoviey also said that Mrs. Stalduy- 
dend mother had written to him. 
offering f appear as a witness 
against the daughter. 

B. F. Coons, a business asenciate 
of Hoviey, testified as to demands 
by Stalduyden upon the accused for 
a settlement with the woman, The 
witness said the husband had d 
clared he would not live with Mrs. 
Staliduyden on account her re- 
lations with Horte insisted 
that the latter make some provision 
for her. Mrs. Stalduvden threat- 
ened to send Hoviev “over the road” 
if he refused to make a financial 
allowance for the woman, said Mr. 
Coons.

WOMEN’S CLUBS. 
BY MYRA NYE. 

Women's City Club. 
Women's Rights Under the Law,” 
was the pertinent subject discussed 
by Edwin A. Meserve before the 
Women's City Club, yesterday M- 
ternoon. It was also a palpitating 
subject as was evinced by the ques- 
tions hurled at Mr. Meserve by the 
women for it was the commufity 
property law, in particular, that had 
been emphasized. 

“This community property law as 

proposed has no part logically with 
the common law Which is still a part 
of the California law.” said Mr. Me- 
serve. “It cannot be grafted upon the 
original law any more than grapes 
can be grafted on a peach tree. The 
community property law should be 
just one statute. This one proposed 
will bring aklout more litigation in 
my opiniow than apy other measure 
of the last ten years. It does not 
provide for equality. It is ambig- 
nous in its interpretation. Men and 
women should get together to frame 
a law which should define for all 
time rights of women in property. 
Man or wife should have alholute 
equality: they should be joint own- 
ers of the community property, and 
the one who di first should have 
entire right of position of proper- 
ty. Mr. Meserve stated. 
Mr. Meserve w fearless in the 
expressions of his sincere opinions, 
consistently maintaining the same at- 
titude both in his address and in 
answers to all the questions asked 
from the floor. He paid a tribute to 
the work of the women's clubs, rec- 
ognizing the big part they have 
played in the evolution of women's 
rights from the beginning until! to- 
day, when they “age about to come 
into their full redemption,” as Mr. 
Meserve put it. 

Henry E. Carter, president, of the 
Consurgers’ League, spoke for that 
organization's efforts to reduce the 
high cost of Jiving. He stated that 
today in Los Angeles there are 
6,000,000 pounds of potatoes in stor- 
age owned practically by two com- 
panies, with from dne-half to 1.000, 
900 pounds coming in every day and 
prices still going up. To remedy 
this evil, Mr. Carter stated the Con- 
sumers’ League proposes neither boy- 
Mt nor a fixing of maximum prices. 
Tt proposes that the District Attorn- 
ey indict the guilty qnes who own 
the potatoes and prosecute them. 
If there is no law that will punish 
then the league is ready to put over 
a law that will cover the case, he 
declared. Mr. Carter said that the 
most of the potatoes in Los Angeles 
are owned by Japanese.
